VESTEADAY evening, The Highland Cateran, The Little 
Laundress, The Exile of Genoa, and The Spitfire, formed 
the bill of fare of this Theatre. 

A correspondent of a morning journal, writing of the Birming- 
ham Festival, says ‘‘ 1 believe jt was the universal impression with 
the audience that Si. Paul is the greatest Oratorio which has 
been produced since the death of Handel. In variety, contrast, 
tenderness, elegance, strength, force, and power, Mendelssohn has 
here shone with a lustre so brilliant and overpowering that even 
the envious and interested. have given way. The admirers of 
Spohr and Weber have discovered new charms in a school which 
they imagined antiquated, and those who are yet in the dark re- 
specting Sebastian Bach, and his immortal productions, have be- 
come anxious to be enlightened.Mendelssohn’s mode of conducting 
is exceedingly graceful and elegant, and his eye wanders over 
each individual in the orchestra with acelerity and certainty 
which give confidence to all. Like Mozart, he hears a false 
rote in an instant, and his glance at once recognizes the unhappy 
offender. At the conclusion the audience rose en masse, and 
shouted with enthusiasm, in which they were joined by all the 
members of the orchestra. 

Music in America.—An idea of the state of “music in New 
York and Philadelphia nine years ago, may be formed by the 
following extract of that date.—‘‘ As for music they know very 
little about it, that science is here indeed in its infancy, yet this 
place, Philadelphia, is bettsr in that respect than New York. 
The whole of our band are Germans, and they play almost in 
tune, but in New York they play neither in time nor tune, and 
the flute player would play for Mr.——‘ Oh slumber my darliog,” 
out of Guy Mannering, as a symphony to the echo duet, although 
I held the book for him behind the scenes. Mr.—— was at the 
piano-forte in the orchestra, and his wife on the stage, he played 
the echo duet, and the flute“Oh slumber my darling.” They say it 
is a free country, and that, therefore, they may play what and 
when they please. I heard Mozart’s Mass No. 1, last Sunday, 
and with the exception of. the bass being entirely wrong in every 
distance, and the counter tenor never right, it went very well. 
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The French Ministry intend to manufacture a batch of new 
Peers on the occasion of the ensuing election. Among those 
ehosen is M.Cassimer Delavigne, the dramatist,who, it is said, has 
declined the honour, lest it might prejudice the success of a new 
Comedy, which he intends to bring forward in the winter. The 
Charivart has published the following imaginary dialogue on 
the subject. ‘‘ Will you be a Peer, Sir?” “ I don’t mean to say 
no, but after due reflection it might injure me in my profession, 
apd I had rather be a dramatic author.” ‘ Do you refuse the 
fair privileges attached to the Peerage?” ‘ They are tempting 
certainly, but on calculation made, I prefer the privilege of an 
author,” ‘* You will every day have two tickets of admission to 
the sitting of the Chamber of Peers, to distribute among your friend 
and acquaintance.” ‘‘T'rue, but I .shouJd be obliged to ie- 
wounce my tickets of admission to the Theatre, to which all 
my friends and acquaintances attach a much higher value.’’ In 
short M.(Cassimer Delavigne’s refusal comes to this, “ I refuse the 
Peerage because having not yet done with my Comedies I have 
something better to attend to, but I assure you when I have ceased 


to be anything else, then I shal] be happy to become a Peer.” 
Flattering is it not ?
